Horrendous Molten 
Metal Jet Weapon, 
Army Development 


Washington. June 18—(AP) 


The Army lifted the edge of a 
blueprint 
briefly today to dis- 


close a fantastic weapon that may 
develop into a defense against 
atomic rockets or armored -space 
ships laden with A-bombs. 


It is a jet of molten 
metal 


which has an intitial velocity of 
almost five miles a second. 


Although still in the research 


and planning stages, the possi- 
bility of the horrendous new wea- 
pon has experts in the Army ord- 
nance 
department 
enthusiastic. 


They concede that adapting it to 
a robot anti-atomic sky defense 
is going to require a bit of do- 
ing, 
however. 


The first hint of the molten 


jot was dropped in a dully worded 
war 
department 
announcement 


( w i t h 
Einstein-ish 
overtones) 


which reported that postwar re- 
search of the ordnance arm is 
gradually outmoding many stand- 
ard weapons used in the World 
war of a year ago. 


Couldn't Be Deflected 


Maj. Gen. Everett S. Hughes, 


chief of ordnance, is of the opin- 
ion the hight 
explosive 
bullets 


and projectiles that fighter pilots 
pumped 
into 
enemy 
aircraft 


probably will be replaced in a 
few years by the new high speed 
metallic jet, traveling at an ini- 
tial velocity of 25,000 feet a sec- 
ond.

parable in a way to what jumps

bomb.

second—and

known to be possible — its spurt- 
ng flash of molten metal could 
catch up with a V-2, for it travels 
at only 5.000 feet a second.

"Do you realize we can't buy 


meat out here?" a friend of mine 
from a small mid-western town 
said to me over the phone this 
morning'. 


"We can't buy it in the city, 


either." 1 told him. "There isn't 
any meat." 


But there's chicken! 
And tur- 


key! And every day is like the 
day before Thanksgiving as fat- 
as poultry sales are concerned. 
We've never seen anything like 
it. 
The stocks of poultry car- 


rie dover from last season, which 
everyone figured would be a drag 
on the market 
this year, are 


simply melting away—like snow 
under a hot sun. 


Those carry-over stocks were 


taken into consideration, ol" course, 
when the government urged a 
cut-back in poultry production 
this year. 
But the statisticians 


didn't take politics into consid- 
eration. 
And the political battle 


over the fate of the OPA is large- 
ly responsible for the fact that 
rattle are not being sold. And 
the scarcity ol meat lias, m turn, 
completely changed the pit tun- as 
far as the poultry market is con- 
cerned. Instead of the "over-sup- 
ply" 
we heard about tor months. 


we're now threatened with an ac- 
tual shortage of poultry. 


Demand Certain to Be Heavy 
U 1 were raising chickens and 


could still get chicks. I'd get them. 


Somebody's going to point out, 


that I advocate starting chicks in ! 
January and that this is June. 
That's true. 


But I also believe in starting 


chicks whenever I think thorp is 
likely to be a good market tori 
them by the time they're readv to 
sell. And I think chu-ks startPd 
now can be raised and sold at a 
good profit. 


A lot of chicks already on the 


farms are never going to get into 
regular market channels. They're 
going to be sold locally. And th<- 
statisticians, who have no way ot 
checking such sales, ;iro going to 
wake up one of these days and 
wonder what happened to all the 
chickens they counted last De- 
cember—before they were even 
hatched. 


There's another tiling that's go- 


ing to reduce the supply of poul- 
try. A lot of the chicks that \\ere 
started this year are going to be , 
sold at lighter weights than usual j 
—which means that it's going to 
lake more birds to give us the 
same amount of poultry meat. 


I think there are a good many 


farmers here m the Middle West 
who would be able to handle an- 
other Ijt of chicks. I think it's a 
possibility that is definitely worth 
considering — seriously, 'because' 
there's no question that by the i 
time they're ready 
for market, j 


there will be an enormous demand j 
tor them.

Barrett Monday proposed inclusion 
n a state cemetery code of 11 
egal controls to shield Illinois citi- 
ens from what he called "the ava- 
icious depredations of 
cemetery 


acketeers." 


The attorney general said the 
ontrols wete urgently needed to 
stamp out a multi-million dollar 
racket." 


He outlined his plan in a state- 


ment prepared for the Illinois com- 
mission to study cemetery laws, a 
legislative body created 
by the 


19'I5 general assembly 
after it 


voted down cemetery legislation 
drafted by Barrett and introduced 
by Rep. Reed F. Cutler (R-Lewis- 
town i. 


Two of the proposed controls 


were aimed directly and others in- 
directly at what Barrett described 
as "shocking irregularities in the 
administration of perpetual care 
funds." 


One would require establishment 


of perpetual care funds as sep- 
arate trusts deposited in banks or 
trust companies, and restrict in- 
vestment of the monies to ap- 
proved, non-speculative securities. 


Barrett said investigations by 


his office had disclosed loss by one 
cemetery of SlL'8.000 in such funds 
in stock market speculations over 
a five-year period.
